PLANE FLEW LOW 

Sir Hughe's chauffeur said th« 
attacking Japanese plant flew 
so low that the Japanese ensign 
on its wings was clearly risible 
and the flier must have been able 
to see the British flag on the au¬ 
tomobile. 

As soon at It was evident the 
planes were ehaslng the motor 
car the party stopped. Sr Hughe 
was struck as be emerged from 
the car. 

Japanese naval authorities e» 
pressed deep regret over the in¬ 
cident but declared the British 
flag flying from the radiator of 
the ambassador's car was not

ON STRATEGIC ROAD 

They claimed the ambassador’s 
car was on a strategic road In 
time of war and could easily have 
been taken for a dhinese staff 
car. A Union Jack painted on the 
roof of the car might have af¬ 
forded it a greater degree of pro¬ 
tection, they added. 

The planes were identified as 
Japanese by LtCol. W. A. Lovat- 
Fraset, British military attjfehe, 
who was with Sir Hughe. He waa 
knocked unconscious by the con¬ 
cussion of a bomb that fell in a 
neighboring field a few minutes 
after the planes strafed their car. 

NANKING MISSION 

Sir Hughe hurried from Shang- 
hai to Nanking aboard the British 
destroyer Westcott, July 14, in 
an effort to forestall the spread 
of hostilities between tha two 
Oriental powers. 

He arrived there on July 16 
and Immediately went into con¬ 
ference with Wang Chunghui, 
the C2ilncae foreign minister. Ha 
remained In Nanking until yes¬ 
terday, keeping In constant touch 
with developments. 

He was accompanied by Li^ut- 
Col. Lovat-Fraser and K L. Hall- 
Patch, fliuuiclal representative of 
fbe British Government in China. 

Lovat-Fraser jumped out of the 
car to see the reason for the at¬ 
tack and one of the Japaneas 
planes loosed a bomb, which 
missed the wounded ambassador, 
but knocked Lovat-Fraser sense¬ 
less.

It Is a mere evasion pf the issue to say 
that the car was on a strategic road In time 
of war for the Japanese government has re¬ 
peatedly asserted that there is no war, that 
they are only Intent upon restoring order In 
China and hav<LjiQ.lntention of conquering 
the country. But now they have shot the 
British ambassador It Is convenient to refer 
to the affair as an unavoidable incident of 
war due to the ambassador being where he 
could only go at his own risk. 

It Is the custom of modem peoples wiien 
they proceed Into another people's land to 
kill and plunder that they shall observe the 
usual preliminary ol withdrawing ambassa¬ 
dors and declaring a state of war to exist 
Other nations and individuals are then as¬ 
sured of the actual situation and may take 
their measures accordingly. The Japanese 
have not done this. 

The plea that the British flag on the car 
was not enough identification is ridiculous. 
Anything more unlike the Chinese flag than 
the Union Jack would be hard to find.

B entonite is one of the unique 

minerals in that when It becomes wet 
It will expand to as much as 30 times Its 
original volume: moreover, when mixed 
with water some varieties of It win remain 
In suspension Indefinitely. 

Found in large quantities In the prairie 
provinces and British Columbia, possible 
uses for the material have attracted atten¬ 
tion of Canadian research workers as to its 
economic possibilities, particularly In those 
industries such as oil and lard refining 
where large quantities of Fuller’s earth are 
used. Last ydar Canada Imported this 
material to the value of nearly $100,000. 

The bentonites of Saskatchewan have 
recently been investigated by Professor W, 
G. Worcester of the Department of Ceramic 
Engineering, Saskatchewan. Hd found that 
bentonite may be used In 40 different fields 
of industrial activity, a nd that over 240 
Canadian and United States patents have 
been issued covering Its^use, principally as' 
a bleaching agent or as a Oiler or binder in 
rubber, oilcloth, and paper. 

While bentonite is not yet produced com¬ 
mercially In Canada, it Is being utilized In 
United States and Germany. Professor Wor¬ 
cester sees no reason why Canadian ben¬ 
tonite can not be processed and utilized, but 
ptdnts out same of the dIfOcultics that must 
be overcome.

Odid Movamants 

Y^AT MIGHT BE TERMED AN “OFFI- 
tidal" version of the significance of 
recent gold movements is contained In the 
August issue of the Federal Reserve Board’s 
Bulletin. The Bulletin notes the decline In 
the imports^ of gold Into the United States 
and the slowing up of the dehoarding 
movement of gold from Europe to the 
United States. This, which had been in 
volume In the spring, declined sharply early 
In July and then virtually ceased. Dtc dol¬ 
lar price of gold In London throughout the 
spring had been such as to render, gold ship- 
ments to the United States unusually profit¬ 
able; but In July It rose to a point at which 
g<M purdiaaed In London no longer yielded 
a profit when sold In New Yorlt, after de¬ 
duction of costs. Gold Imports continued 
to arrive, however, from Canada and from 
Japan. 

The Japanese Minister of Finance had 
announced esrly in March that $14,000,000 
In gold would be exported and that more 
would be shipped If necessary. By the end 
of July $130,000,000 of Japanese gold had 
been shipped. Late In July a plan was an¬ 
nounced lor revaluing the gold reserves of 
the Bank of Japan on the basis of a gold con¬ 
tent for the yen about 13 per cent higher 
than the gold equivalent ol the current ex- 
Hiange rate. The proposed revaluation tn- 
creasM the bank’s gold reserves by about 160 
per cent and yields the government a profit 
ol about 800,000,000 yen ($250,000,000) of 
tyhidi It is reported that some 200,000,000 
yen will be- utilized to pay advances from 
the Bank of Japan, and the remainder will 
be allocated to an exchange stabilization

Hour by hour, as the scale of operation 
widens and the flghting becomes more in¬ 
tense, the possibility of a compromise solu¬

meeUng. This year’s conference 
Is made up of provincial superln- 
tendfnts from coast to coast, 
cabinet ministers, legal Agures, 
and representatives of the Cana¬ 
dian Manufacturers' AssodaAon 
and various boards of trade. 

The committee on underwriAng 
powers for Are. marine and 
casualty companies urged that 
the conference consider, with 
respect to other than life Insur¬ 
ance companies, ways and means 
of creating a proper spirit of co¬ 
operation among companies. 

"There Is strong testimony of 
a desire to better conditions and 
And a solution for particular 
evils," wrote H. G. Garrett, su. 
peiintendent of Insurance foe 
B.C. "The experiment cannot 
succeed if a few companies are 
determined to refuse adherence. 
It is fuUle and Insincere to talk 
of Improving conditions and to 
reject what appears to be a sound 
method of achieving that object. 

"I believe that a technical busi¬ 
ness like insurance should regu¬ 
late Itself and government can 
only Intervene when the business 
exhibits an incapacity or unwU- 
lingness to operate In sane and 
proper manners or Its conduct ia 
injurious to the public Interest."
